Russia. The president stated, that of 
course, he had been watching with the 
deepest concern the reports of these 
massacres; that he had been appealed to 
within the last few weeks to try to take 
some action not only on behalf of the 
Jews iu Kussia, but in behalf of the Ar- 
menians, Poles and Finns. The result of 
the president's inquiries coincide with 
statements contained in 
a. cablegram 


from Count Witte to Jacob H. Schiff 
shown the president by Mr. Strauss, .as 
follows: 


"The government in horrified at these 


outrages. You know that I do not sym- 
pathize with such savage, outbreaks. A\' 
1 can do to stop the disorders is done 
but as the country is in such unsettled 
state the local authorities are often pow 
erlesH."

FOR A NEW AGREEMENT 


Negotiations Between United St»te» and 


Gormany Received 1>T Ambamadorf. 
15ERLLX, Nov. 4.—Negotiations for. a 


new commercial agreement between the 
United States and Germany were opened 
simultaneously by ..Ambassador Tower at 
Jicrlin and Ambass'adat Speck Con Stern- 
berg at Washington. The German gov- 
ernment's reply to Secretary Root's note 
was handed to Ambassador Tower and 
was aUo delivered by Ambassador Speck 
Yon Stcmberg at the state department 
on Saturday. The contents of the reply 
arc still a matter for official reserve, but 
it is understood that it oilers the same 
"cneral treatment to American imports 
by Germany as given to the imports of 
European commercial treaty countries, 
provided the United States gives German 
imports an altogether fair and regular 
system of valuations and admits certain 
German products on about the same gi 
eral basis as 
under the commercial

"In particular," the note concludes, 


"the government reckons on the support 
oi the press which must understand that 
in the present situation a union of the 
intollcctunl force.- of the wliolc nation is 
necessary."

one, ij severe. It is a term in the state 
prison for not more than fifteen years 
and not less than one year; or a fine of 
not inore than $5,000 or loss than $200. 


The offense is alleged 
to have been 


committed on the night of October 22d, 
at 9:30 o'clock in the night, at the home 
of Mr. Sylvester, lie being at home with 
liis wife who was ill. 


HOW IT STARTED. 


Mr. Sylvester has a, fine farm and in 


his garden there grow cabbages, tur- 
nips, tomatoes and other garden truck. 
One Bight the cows and pigs of "Mike" 
Sasso, the "king," entered the garden 
and before morning made the garden 
look sick, everything being eaten and 
destroyed. Air. Sylvester went out and 
captured "Mike's" cow and locked it in 
his barn, having previously sought legal 
advice on the subject, it not being the 
first time that Sasso's animals had enter- 
ed his place. 


THE ASSAULT FOLLOWED. 


The night following Sasso and four 


Italian friends entered the place of Mr. 
Sylvester and demanded the cow. Mr. 
Sylvester 
was at home and on the 


couch lay his sick wife. He refused to 
give xip the animal unless damages were 
paid. With this Sylvester states that 
some words ensued. Three of the sons 
of Italy held him, one at each arm and 
one behind, while "Mike" assaulted him 
from in front, going at him like a mad 
bull dog, pounding, chewing and biting 
until Sylvester believed he would be torn 
to pieces. 


WAS BADLY BITTEN. 


When "Mike" got through Sylvester's 


nose was nearly chewed off, presenting 
the appearance of a piece of raw beef, 
and one of his thumbs was chewed near- 
ly to pieces. Sylvester was a horrible 
looking sight, being covered with blood 
and all but dead. He managed to get />, 
physician; the nose and 
thumb \vcre\ 


dressed and it was feared for a time that 
half of the nose would have to be taken 
off or that blood poisoning would set in. 
Even today the wound presents an ugly 
appearance aud may cause Mr. Sylvester 
much trouble yet, 


REPLEVJNED THE COW. 


Sasso got out replevin papers and Un- 


dersheriff Derrick went out to get the 
animal; Sylvester refused to give it up, 
and he attacked Mr. Derrick, who placed 
him under arrest and brought him and 
the cow in. He was fined on charge, of 
being drunk and disorderly and Sasso 
got the cow. 


Now comes the charge of mayhem and 


the arrest of Sasso has caused great ex- 
citement among the Italians of Ives. 


The warrant was issued by Court 


Commissioner Wentworth and the exam- 
ination will take place before him.

not to ask him for action, but to con- 
sult with-him aa to whether there was 
any possibility of action which would 
result in a cessation of the horrors con- 
nected with the nmssacre of the Jews in 
Russia, The president stated, that of 
course, he had been watching with the 
deepest concern the reports of these 
massacres; that he had been appealed to 
within the last few weeks to try to take 
some action not only on behalf of the 
Jews in Russia, but in behalf of the Ar- 
menians, Poles unrl Finns. The result of 
the president's inquiries coincide with 
statements contained in a cablegram 
from Count Witte to Jacob H. Schiff, 
shown tlie president by Mr. Strauss, .as 
follows: 


"The government is horrified n.t these 


outrages. You know that I do not sym- 
pathixe with such savage outbreaks. All 
I can do to stop tlie disorders is done, 
but as the country is in such unsettled 
state the local authorities are often pow- 
erless." 


In the conditions of socia.l disorder 


which actually exist in Russia, the presi- 
dent does not see that any action can be 
taken by this government at present 
which will be of any benefit to the unfor- 
tunate sufferers for svhoni we feel such, 
keen sympathy.

Trepoff Puts a Damper on Scheme by 


Forbidding Meeting-—General 


Strike Plan is Not 


Abandoned. 


WARSAW, Nov. 6.—Great patriotic 


demonstrations were held in the streets 
yesterday by crowds estimated at 200,- 
000 persons. Processions headed by cler- 
gy and singing "God Save Poland" parad- 
ed the principal streets, which were elab- 
orately decorated. 
The balconies and 


windows, of the houses were filled with 
spectators. A citizen guard kept exem- 
plary order, and the military massed in 
the side streets had no occasion to in- 
terfere. 


An attempt by the. Russian loyalists 


.to organize a procession was a complete 
'failure, barelv 500 persons taking part in 
it. 
' A Jewish militia armed with revolvers 
is guarding Jewish houses in the out- 
skirts of the city. The militia shot and 
killed four disguised detectives found try- 
ing to provoke disturbances. 


The governor has .warned the Polish 


newspapers that unless they submitted 
to the censorship their offices would be 
closed. Two papers, persisting in their 
disregard of this order, have been shut 
up and scaled by the troops. The houses 
of all Polish nationalists were illuminat- 
ed last night. 


The funerals of the victims of the dis- 


orders at Lodx, which were held yester- 
day were attended by 40.000 persons. 
There were revolutionary speeches, but 
no disorder. 


REVOLUTIONISTS DELAY MOVE. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Xov. 0.—The great 


demonstration which had been arranged 
to be held yesterday in honor of all who 
have fallen in the revolution was aban- 
doned. The city was placarded with a 
notice signed by Gen. Trepoff stating 
that political demonstrations would not 
bo allowed in the present disturbed state 
of affairs when one section of the popula- 
tion was ready to rise in arms against 
the other. 


Consequently the leaders of the work- 


men decided to abandon their plan, but 
a meeting was held at which resolutions 
were adopted declaring that the peaceful 
intentions of the St. Petersburg work- 
men have called to their feet all the rep- 
resentative of the decadent autocracy. 
Gen. Trepoff foreshadows possible attacks 
by bands of roughs, and blood again may 
flow in the streets of St. Petersburg. In 
view of this plan, showing the value to 
be attached to promises that have been 
made and manifestoes issued, the council 
of delegates announced that the prole- 
tariat of St. Petersburg will give the gov- 
ernment tne la.;t fight not on the day 
chosen by Gen. Trepoff, but when it is 
"convenient for a few armed and organ- 
ized people." 


HAVE DREAM OF REPUBLIC.

nntiji»nH revolutionists were armed for a 
rising, which, they declared, soon would 
come and leave Russia a republic. The 
crowds then dispersed. It is generally 
felt that the leaders acted wisely for the 
interests of the revolutionary party, the 
prospects of which they did not wish to 
endanger by hasty action. The abandon- 
ment was not intended and was not re- 
garded ns a surrender.

FOR A NEW AGREEMENT 


Negotiations Between Called States and 


Germany Received br Ambassadors. 
BERLIN, Xov. 4.—Negotiations for a 


new commercial agreement between the 
United States and Germany were opened 
simultaneously by Ambassador Tower at 
Berlin and Ambassadar Speck Con Stern- 
berg at Washington. The German gov- 
ernment's reply to Secretary Root's note 
was handed to Ambassador Tower and 
was also delivered by Ambassador Speck 
Von Sternberg at the state department 
on Saturday. The contents of the reply 
are still a. matter for official reserve, but 
it is understood, that it offere the same 
general treatment to American imports 
by Germany as given to the imports of 
European commercial treaty countries, 
provided the Lrnitcd States gives German 
imports an altogether fair and regular 
system of valuations and admits certain 
German products on about the same gen- 
eral basis as under the commercial 
agreement of 1000, notice of the termin- 
ation of which was given for March 1 to 
Ambassador-Tower on Thursday. As it 
now appears the ambassador asked the 
foreign office for an exact statement of 
what was desired of the United States 
and the result was that the proposals 
were submitted.

.awaits the United States' response and 
it is hoped nt the foreign office that an 
arrangement can 
be reached before 


March' 1 so that there may be no inter- 
val between the expiration of the old 
agreement and the beginning of the new, 
thus avoiding a disturbance of the usual 
trade movements.

Grave fears have been entertained for 


the safety of Edward Russell who left 
this city several weeks ago for Russia, 
to locate as agent of the J. I. Case T. M. 
Co. 


After it was settled that Mr. Russell 


should go abroad for the corporation the 
home here was broken up and Mrs. Russell 
and the two children departed for Tren- 
ton, Tenn., her home before marriage, the 
understanding being that she and'the 
children would go to Russia later. 


Shortly after her arrival in Tennessee, 


their son, John Russell, the little boy 
who came into prominence less than a 
year ago, by starting up his father's au- 
tomobile barely escaping running over 
the lake bank before being caught, was 
taken sick with bowel complaint and it 
was feared he would die. 


ONE DISPATCH RECEIVED. 


Every effort was made to reach Mr. 


Russell in Russia to notify him of th« 
boy's condition, but without success and 
apprehension 
for 
hi* safety became 


alarming. Frederick Robinson, who with 
Mrs. Robinson and others sailed for Eu- 
rope had reached Paris. He succeeded in 
getting a dispatch from Mr. Russell, who 
was at Odessa, that he was all right and 
a cablegram was sent to Mrs. Russell to 
that effect and this is all that has beA 
herd of him. 


In the meantime the little boy grew 


•worse and Dr. Wallace Xott. of this city, 
who was the family physician, was sent 
down to Tennessee, to care for the bov. 
He was there a number of days and when 
he left considered that little John was 
on the road to recovery.

regard to the condition of the boy is not 
known. Odessa, where he is located, is 
the hot bed of all disturbances in Russia.

AN UNDERMANNED NAVY. 


Chicago Daily News: 
How strong an 


influence the Japanese Avar may be ex- 
pected to have in determining the future 
development of navies is indicated in the 
neiv shipbuilding program just adopted 
by the general board of which Admiral 
Dcwey is president. According to the 
prevailing opinion it was the battleship 
which proved the decisive factor in the 
battle of Tsushima strait, and the Dewey 
board reflects this view by urging an ap- 
propriation for three battleships of at 
least 18,000 tons displacement. The larg- 
est of the vessels hitherto authorized arc 
of 10,000 tons and carry four 12-inch 
guns. The three mammoth vessels pro- 
posed arc to carry ten of these large- 
caliber guns. It is also 
recommended 


that the specifications of the new battle- 
ships Idaho and Mississippi be changed 
so a^ to include them in the 18,000 ton 
class. 


Whether or not congress is-to approve

naval vessels is made. We already have

Kmory, are under arrest for disposing of 
the dismembered portions of Susan Gea- 
ry's body, who died from the effects of an 
operation. 


Howard, us soon as he was placed un- 


der arrest, the police say, freely told the 
complete story of the disposition of tne

He was 
hired to help Crawford, he swears, dis- 
pose of the, body and this is all he has 
had to do with the case, although he ad- 
mits that he knew the girl had died un- 
der suspicious circumstances and that 
her body hud been cut up.

Howard said the man wore 
when he 


drove from Boston to Chelsea. 


When the cab driver saw Crawford he 


immediately identified him as one of the 
two men who were in his cab with suit 
cases on the night when the girl's body 
was thrown into the. harbor.
